STONE AND PLASTER GARGOYLES ARE 
ALL THE RAGE FOR GARDEN AND HOME 

ILLINOIS STYLE 
By JIM LENAHAN 
Rockford Register Star 

ROCKFORD, 111. (AP) _ Call it the '90s 
answer to the pink flamingo. 

Gargoyles, those menacing stone carvings 
from the Middle Ages, are making a comeback as 
the hip home decoration of late. 

* *VJe sell them almost as fast as we can get 
.them in, ' ' said Doc Slafkoski of the J.R. 
Kortman Center for Design in Rockford. 1 'As 
time has gone on they've just become more and 
more popular . ' ' 

So popular that even retailers whose previ- 
ous statuary sales have been limited to the 
traditional concrete geese, have jumped into 
the gargoyle craze . 

Ron Schultz of Village Green Home & Garden 
in Rockford said he read about the new trend in 
trade magazines and ordered a selection of 
.outdoor gargoyles for the spring season. 

1 'I think it's kind of like a Renaissance 
thing. I don't know if that's the right term.' ' 
Well, actually, gargoyles are a medieval 
thing. That was the period just before the 
Renaissance. Back in pre-1450 Europe, gargoyles 
were a popular architectural adornment, thought 
to ward off evil spirits with their threatening 
stares . 

Their original function as water spouts led 
to the name ''gargoyle,'' derived from the 
gurgling sound of water running from their 
mouths . 

Later, they were simply used as stone deco- 
rations built into and atop the walls of cathe- 
drals and castles. 

The modern gargoyle is mostly used for 
interior decoration or a hipper version of a 
lawn ornament . 

' 'We have a lot of people who have started 
designing their gardens around gargoyle piec- 
es, ' ' said Stacy Bueschel McDonald, spokeswoman 
for Design Toscano, an Arlington Heights mail 
order house that grossed $9.5 million last year 
largely due to gargoyle sales . 

Prices range from about $10 to $100, depend- 
ing on the size and weight of the gargoyle . 
Other uses for the former guardians have devel- 
oped in recent years . Gargoyles have been used 
to create imposing tables, shelves and even 
ornate birdhouses . 

Not all gargoyles are frightful figures . 
Among the most popular gargoyles is Dedo, a 
cute, crouching creature who, legend has it, 
was placed atop the famous Notre Dame Cathedral 
in Paris by a nun who found the other gargoyles 
unappealing. 

But gargoyles, even those of the tradition- 
al, winged and fanged variety, have become 
loveable. There is now a cartoon called '' Gar- 
goyles .' ' Also, Disney's animated 1 'Hunchback 
of Notre Dame' ' movie, to be released this 
summer, reportedly features singing and dancing 
gargoyles . 

But exactly what is the appeal of these 
stone beasts? 
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''To some people, they're so ugly, they're 
cute,'' said Bueschel McDonald. 

Slafkoski said simply, ''They look neat.'' 

BULGARIAN MUSICIANS PLAN WORLD'S 
HIGHEST CONCERT 

SOFIA, Feb 7 (Reuter) - A group of Bulgari- 
an musicians and actors plans to get into the 
Guiness Book of Records by staging the world's 
highest concert on Mount Everest, newspapers 
said. 

The band will travel from the Nepalese 
capital of Kathmandu to the Everest base camp 
in April or May where they will put on their 
concert at 5,500 metres (18,300 feet) above 
sea-level, the papers said. 

''The expedition will be for the glory of 
Bulgaria,'' the daily ''24 Hours'' quoted one 
would-be participant, the singer Doni, as 
saying. 

The main problem facing the Bulgarians is 
money as the whole trip is expected to cost 
some $62,000. The state news agency BTA said 
Bulgaria ' s national carrier Balkan Airlines 
might help sponsor the expedition. 

The driving force behind the plan is Alex- 
ander Iliev, a teacher of mime at Sofia's 
theatre academy, who is currently riding up 
Kenya's Mount Kilimanjaro on a bicycle. 

OLD CLIP OF POPE TO BE USED IN 
AD FOR ROSARY CD 

VATICAN CITY (AP) _ A film clip showing Pope 
John Paul II hiking in a forest 12 years ago 
will be used in TV ads promoting the Vatican's 
latest commercial venture: an Italian recording 
of the pontiff reciting the Rosary. 

The advertising campaign, run by Vatican 
Radio, apparently marks the first time the 
Vatican has used a filmed image of the pontiff 
to sell a product on television. 

Most of the advertising for the recording _ 
available on a double CD or two cassettes _ 
will run in Catholic periodicals or on Vatican 
Radio . 

But during Holy Week, the first week of 
April, selected TV stations in Italy also ran 
ads done ' ' in a correct style' ' and with 
''taste,'' Vatican Radio said. 

The 76-year-old pope has been slowed recent- 
ly by health problems; last week, he canceled 
some appearances after falling ill with what 
the Vatican described as digestive problems and 
a fever. 

The 45-second TV spot, however, shows a much 
younger, more robust pope, hiking with a walk- 
ing stick during his trip to Canada in 1984 as 
he prayed the Rosary. 

Last year, John Paul made his English-langu- 
age and Spanish- language commercial audio debut 
reciting the Rosary on CD and cassette.

The in- 
credible run that the BUFFALO WINGS are on 
continued with a tough win at WHITEHORSE. The 
Wings, a young team of which probably too 
much was expected this season, remained in 
contention with two games left, thanks to the 
nosing out of the 98ers. But, those two games 
are at Cheyenne and Mohawk . For Whitehorse , 
the loss eliminated the arctic -dwellers from 
the race , but capped a courageous showing by 
•a team that should have been crippled by the 
early-season loss to campaign- ending injury 
of guard Jaime Bravo. Perhaps the Prospectors 
*jere too gentlemanly. They were whistled for 
only six fouls against the Wings, who canned 
four of six from the line. Buffalo, itself 
was called for only 15 personals in one of 
the season's cleanest games, one in which the 
■Wings' superior team defense sparked the vic- 
tory ... Consensus preseason favorite CHEYENNE 
wrapped up the top seed with victories at 
.home against JACKSON HOLE and Buffalo, and at 
the same time cleared up the playoff picture 
somewhat . The Sabres will draw a first-round 
bye and in the semifinals face the winner of 
the series between the fourth seed (either 
MOHAWK or TUCSON) and the fifth (BUFFALO 
GROVE) . MATER CHRISTI will begin defense of 
its tournament championship of a year ago 
holding the second seed. The Knights will 
face Canaryville, which as the seventh seed 
last year upset second- seed Mohawk in the 
quarterfinals. Tuskegee is seeded sixth and 
will open with the third seed (Tucson or Mo- 
hawk) . Cheyenne struggled against Jackson 
Hole, not completing the come- f rom-behind 
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triumph until the contest's final four min- 
utes. Injuries to Gadot and Fezziweg hurt the 
Dudes more than the injuries to Vernal Falls 
and Whitman hurt the Longknives . Lecter paced 
the winners with a season-high 37 points. For 
Jackson Hole, which opened 1-11 but finished 
5-8 after the Fasthorse trade to Buffalo, it 
was an encouraging finish to a season doomed 
by a catastrophic beginning ... Buff alo hit the 
wall Out West, the blowout loss finally end- 
ing the Wings' run in elimination. Fasthorse 
was held to 18, putting him in position to 
require a big game at Mohawk and against sco- 
ring-title rival Brown of the Magicians to 
overtake Huey of the Knights for that indi- 
vidual honor and present league historians 
with the dilemma of awarding the title to 
Fasthorse even though the guard will only 
have played in 14 games for Buffalo... No pro- 
blem. Beating the press deadline came word of 
the good news for Buffalo-a blowout win at 
Mohawk- -and the bad news, Fasthorse again 
held to 18, knocking him out of the scoring- 
average race. The Mags' Brown had to be even 
more frustrated. He scored 31 in the losing 
cause. It wasn't enough. Huey finished with 
733 points on the season, Brown 731. The Win- 
gs' victory clinched the third seed for Tuc- 
son, the Eagle Dancers having beaten Mohawk 
two of three this season, regardless of the 
outcome of Tucson's season- closing pair of 
games against WHITEHORSE.
